NEWSROOM NOTES - People 
who are planning to buy a home 
w ere urged by the Dlinois State 
Bar Association today to av oid 
rushing into a purchase agree­ 
ment, or offer-to-buv , at the first 
sight of the house they thmk is 
the right one. 


“ The offer, or agreement to 
purchase, 
is perhaps the most 
important single document of the 
entire transaction since it sets 
forth the rights and obligations 
of both the buyer and seller until 
the 
sale 
is 
closed,” 
an 
ISBA 
spokesman stated. 


The bar group said the buyer 
should exercise care, 
and per­ 
haps seek legal adv ice, in order 
to be sure that his rights and 
interests are adequately protected 
by prov isions of the agreement. 
Many prospectiv e buyers do not 
realize that the purchase agree­ 
ment becomes a legally enforce­ 
able contract as soon as it has 
been signed by the buyer and 
accepted by the seller, according 
to the ISBA. Yet. it said, any 
effort to quit the agreement 
ex­

under

for in the agreement itself, can 
result in the loss of the earnest

The bar association announced 
it has issued a rev ised v ersion

3. The method of payment of the 
full purchase price. If the buyer 
intends to finance the purchase, 
the offer should state the amount 
of the mortgage loan he plans to 
obtain and the interest rate he 
expects to pay.

We were 
comfortable about the Israelis' ability to take care of themselves." 
The President's overriding fear was, however, that the Soviet 
Union would at some stage insert herself into any conflict and "drag 
it out." What was looked for was not general Russian military help 
but perhaps planes, pilots, technicians thrown in on the Arab side. 
It was generally agreed at high White House levels that Israel 
was not prepared to fight a war of attrition, prolonged deliberately 
by the Soviet Union's intervention. 
This prospect carried with it, obviously, the corollary prospect 
that the United States would have to J ump in on Israel’s side—with 
all the peril that would generate. 
Throughout the long series of White House talks on the crisis, 
tile President consequently was bent on pursuing a course that would 
keep the Russians militarily quiet in the Middle East. The quoted 
American source says on this point: 
“ It would have been a signal disservice to Israel to put the 
Soviet Union in a posture where it felt it had to help the Arabs 
directly.” 
This concern, it is argued, explains the President’s deci« don to 
“ hang in the middle" and avoid strong espousal, military or other­ 
wise, of the Israeli cause at this critical turn. The belief was that 
sophisticated, knowledgeable Israelis understood full well where 
basic U.S. sympathies lay and what we would do if Israel's national 
life were really endangered.

Actually, private White House-Kremlin talks on 
tee Middle East took place by other means before that event — 
though this reporter could not discover who made the first move.

Though It Is abundantly plain that U.S. officials consider the

Until those talks made headway and the Soviets stopped gestur-

This being an apparently firm conviction in the White House, the

Of all the factors contributing 
to the highway accident toll, one 
of the most difficult to eliminate 
is the irresponsible driver—the 
man (or woman) who crashes his 
merry way along, racking up a 
string of citations and convictions, 
causing property damage and in­ 
juries, if not death, and who is 
often not stopped until he finally 
kills himself. 
Every state has laws for deal­ 
ing with the careless driver, but 
for a variety of reasons, these 
have not proved adequate to deal 
with the problem. 
With the automobile a neces­ 
sity for most people today, judges 
are reluctant to revoke licenses, 
especially 
when 
a 
defendant’s 
livelihood is involved. A jail sen­ 
tence or a canceled license may 
punish a whole family. And in 
many cases, offenders continue 
to drive even when their licenses 
are under suspension or revoca­ 
tion. 
If the bad driver can’t be re­ 
moved from the highway, asks 
R. G. Chilcott, vice president of 
Nationwide Insurance, should not 
society at least know who he is? 
Should there not be some way 
of identifying 
the 
driver who 
regularly breaks traffic laws? 
He suggests that habitual of­ 
fenders be issued license plates 
bearing a warning like LIMITED 
USE or RESTRICTED. Or possi­ 
bly the plates could merely be 
of a distinctive design or color 
readily identifiable to other mo­ 
torists. 
Such plates would not mean 
the elimination of possible jail 
sentences. They would be a final 


warning A serious violation could 
result in an automatic penalty— 
jail—even if it meant putting the 
driver’s family on relief, which 
might be cheaper in the long run. 
The plates would mean what 
they say. The driver could use 
his car for a few essential pur­ 
poses, such as driving to work 
or to the doctor, but he would be 
out of bounds on the highways 
for any other reason. 
"Limited use” plates would not 
solve the problem. Chilcott ad­ 
mits. Some incorrigibles would 
continue breaking the law even 
if their cars were painted red, 
white and blue. 
There is also the objection that 
“ limited use” plates would be 
unfair to other members of a 
family who use the same car. 
Why should a housewife, for ex­ 
ample, have to bear the stigma 
of her husband’s traffic offenses? 
A good question, says Chilcott. 
But would she rather have her 
husband in jail? Would restricted 
plates for six months or a year 
be worse than having her hus­ 
band barred from driving alto­ 
gether? 
It is this very stigma that 
could make the idea work, h# 
thinks. Family pressures for al* 
members of a household to be­ 
have behind the wheel—to avoid 
restricted plates—might be more 
effective than anything else. 
“ Limited use” plates are only 
an idea and not a new one. But 
with 52,000 deaths and two million 
disabling 
injuries 
recorded 
on 
the nation's highways last year, 
any idea, old or new, is worth 
exploring.

Buddhists No Lo ng er Po tent Vietnam Fo rce 


By BARRY KRAMER 
Hue, South Vietnam (AP) — 
South Vietnam’s militant Budd­ 
hists, who once could put tens of 
thousands of demonstrators into 
the streets, are now 
a weak, 
divided force without a cause. 
The 
opinion 
of Vietnamese 
and Americans who have been 


watching the Buddhists is that 
the militant segment never re­ 
covered from the loss of face 
last y ear when an all-out effort 
failed to topple the regime of 
Premier Nguy en Cao Ky . They 
have become evfen more frag­ 
mented since then. 
The leader of the militants, 


Tri Quang, is now virtually pow­ 
erless. 
His attempts to stir up trouble 
during Buddha's birthday cele­ 
bration in May , which included 
a parade and the immolation 
of 
a Buddhist school teacher, 
drew scant attention. 
For the first time since 19 63, 


when 
the Buddhists 
launched. 
the first “ struggle movement” : 
that led to the overthrow of the 
Ngo Dinh Diem regime, Hue 
University is finishing an unin­ 
terrupted school y ear. 
Hue, the ancient capital of 
imperial Vietnam, remains the 
center of

sev eral subjects to enable Dix on 
s t u d e n t s to ‘ compete with 
y oungsters in college who hav e 
a background in which 18 cred­ 
its were required to graduate 
from high school compared to 
our students who need only 16 
credits," Ross said. 
The 
educator 
said 
he 
felt 
there was no doubt that Dix on 
High School graduates going to 
college would meet with stiff 
competition from s t u d e n t s 
whose high school backgrounds 
were more ex tensiv e because of 
hav ing more programs av aila­ 
ble to them. 
"We also are in need of ex ­ 
panding our Industrial Arts de­ 
partment to prepare those stu­ 
dents who do not intend to at­ 
tend college. These students, in 
order to become tax pay ers in­ 
stead of tax consumers, will 
need 
to 
be 
prepared 
with 
a trade that will take them from 
high school into good pay ing 
jobs sufficiently trained." 
Another subject touched on by 
Weber was a recently passed 
state law requiring all school 
districts in the state to prov ide 
a special education program for 
students with emotional or so­ 
cial problems hampering them 
in academic endeav ors and the 
educable mentally handicapped. 
Weber ex plained that 15 such 
sudents would need a classroom 
for themselv es and if the dis­ 
trict had just 50 of these stu­ 
dents, three classrooms would 
be needed, whereas, if there are 
200 such students, “ y ou can be­ 
gin to see why we will need the 
added space." 
Weber said if the district can­ 
not prov ide adequate facilities 
for these students by 19 69 , the 
district would hav e to transport 
them to other districts and pay 
their tuitions. 


After summing up the dis­ 
trict’s lack of adequate facili­ 
ties and showing the committee 
members fiv e proposed plans for 
study ; 
and asking committee 
members to discuss the prob­ 
lems with neighbors and friends 
to get reactions and questions to 
bring back to the board, com­ 
mittee 
members 
themselv es 
asked a few questions, some of 
which the board had no answers 
for, "at this time.” 


The question of transportation 
was brought up and Weber ex ­ 
plained it would cost the district 
about $18,000 to bus students to 
a new high school on the South 
Side, should it be constructed 
there. 


He said most of the older 
students would driv e cars to 
school, but that those who need 
transportation and who are out­ 
side the 1%-mile limit requir­ 
ing the district to prov ide bus 
serv ice, would cost the district 
$18,000. 


"Howev er," 
Weber 
added, 
"the sev eral kindergarten stu­ 
dents now being bussed at dis­ 
trict ex pense to South Central 
School because the schools in 
their areas are ov ercrowded, 
would no longer need to attend 
that school if we ex pand. The 
sav ings the district would real­ 
ize 
here 
would 
be 
deducted 
from the $18.000, so it is not a 
realistic 
figure 
in 
the 
true 
sense." 


The question of sewage dis­ 
posal was also brought up, but 
Slagle said he thought it was 
understood this would not be a 
problem. 
About the ov erpass at the rail­ 
road tracks and the possibility 
that it might be a "bottleneck” 
Slagle said 
the 
board didn’t 
think it would be because "the 
school would be located on a 
road connecting 111. 26 and U.S. 
52." 
The committee is scheduled to 
meet again J une 28 and for the 
last time on J uly 10.

The machine, called the uni­ 
versal gym machine, will be 
used under the supervision of 
Rich Lawton. 


Lawton, director of the eve­ 
ning events, states that “ this 
is one of the finest and safest 
pieces of body building equip­ 
ment in the world.” 


This machine was purchased 
and will be presented to Dixon 
High School by the Dixon Let- 
termen’s Club and the Dixon 
Booster Club. 


Total cost of the machine ex­ 
ceeds $2,401) and it is believed to 
be the first in use in an Illinois 
Public High School. 


It was invented in and has 
been extensively used by Cali­ 
fornia schools. 


The machine has nine stations 
and can be used by that many 
people at one time. Stations in­ 
cluded on the machine are: 1. 
Chest press or bench press; 2. 
Leg press station; 3. Shoulder 
press; 4. Abdominal conditioner 
station; 5. Curls; 6. Chest pulls; 
7. Thigh and knee; 8. Chin, and 
9. Dip station. 


Lawton added that the use of 


a machine allowing nine persons 
to work on it at once reduces 
group training time. More than 
five times as many students 
may be programmed in a single 
teaching period. 


A major advantage Is that or- 


dinary weight lifting problems 
have been eliminated because 
the correct motion of each lift­ 
ing exercise has been pre-estab­ 
lished mechanically, he noted. 
,The poorly coordinated or slow 
student progresses 
through 
a 
training routine at the same rate 
as others in the class, Lawton 
added. 
The gym machine requires a 
minimum of maintenance and is 
very sturdily built, the evening 
program director said. 
Operated in a 12 foot by 12 
foot area, the machine can be 
moved from place to place by 
one person. No time is wasted 
by 
loading 
or 
unloading 
of 
weights. All are self-contained. 


The machine has been ap­ 
proved for men, women and 
children of all ages. It has been 
used extensively in school train­ 
ing programs in the elementary 
through college classes as well 
as professionals. 
It is also being used by the 
military services, police and fire 
department programs 
and

apartment recreation centers.
